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Policies and practices

Over the last ten years, in various 
capacities in and around this industry, I 
have learned that the more a publication 
grows, the bigger a target it becomes. In 
the past few months, it has been evident 


that Outlooks is entering this crucial, if 
sticky, phase of development. 

Judging by the questions I’ve been 
asked and the feedback Ive received 
recently, there are a great many people out 
there who don’t know how a newspaper— 
and, in particular, this newspaper—is run. 
Despite the fact that we are nearing our 
third anniversary, Outlooks is still a very 
small operation, one run entirely by 
contract manpower. Our team of writers, 
editors, designers and _ salespeople 
contribute their talents on a part-time, 
freelance basis, with many earning their 
living through other full-time (if not 
greater) pursuits. At the end of the day, 
production of the papers comes down not 
only to manpower, but issues of 
scheduling, economics, reader 
demographics and editorial policy that is 
constantly evolving. 

In an effort to foster greater 
understanding of how things work in the 
production of Outlooks, I offer these few 
points. 


¢ Outlooks is a monthly newspaper 
and, as such, often complicates deadlines 
for the announcement of events, etc. 
Often by the 24th of any given month the 
paper has been formatted, proofed and 
sent to the printer, so event listings must 
be submitted in writing by the 15th of 
each month. As this is a free service, 
inclusion is based on space, priority of 
submission and broadness of appeal to the 
community at large. 

¢ Ideas for stories must be pitched at 
least forty-five days prior to an issue’s 
release, except in December and January 
when we produce two issues concurrently 
to meet holiday printing schedules (in this 
case, at least sixty days notice is 
preferred). Story proposals must be 
submitted to my attention (editorial), not 
to salespeople, contributors or office staff. 
Unsolicited submissions are in no way 
guaranteed placement in the paper. 

e Advertising and editorial content 
are mutually exclusive and one does not 
influence the other in any way. In the 


case of occasional tie-ins/overlap, content 
will be decided at the discretion of the 
editorial staff. 

e As Outlooks is a gay newspaper, 
editorial submissions must either relate to 
gay themes or have the potential for a gay 
‘spin’ to be put on a story. 

* This publication, from its inception, 
has had coast-to-coast distribution and a 
presence on the Internet (the latter giving 
us readership in such diverse places as 
England, Jamaica, the Ukraine and 
Japan). Although a Calgary-based paper, 
we try to supplement our local stories 
with general interest content to address 
our very broad readership. 

¢ Last, and certainly not least, v we nak 
that you remember that we produce this 
publication for you. In order to make it a 
success, we ask only for your 
cooperation, open communication, 
consideration of manpower capabilities 
and deadlines and, at times, a bit of 
understanding. Thank you for your 
continued support. 
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It has only been one month since we announced 
the Outlooks Millennium Community Foundation and 
the response has been outstanding. We have received 
preliminary grant applications from Ontario, B.C. and 
Alberta plus numerous enquiries about the application 
process. The primary mandate of the foundation is to 
provide seed money for the creation of new gay and 
lesbian organizations across Canada and the early 
applications indicate that there are plenty of ideas for 
new activities that are looking for assistance with 
start-up costs.. 

Some of these applications have come from youth 
groups, theatre companies, radio programs and a 
group home for teenagers, to mention a few. It seems

to indicate that, within Canada’s gay and lesbian 
community, there is plenty of room for growth with 
people prepared to volunteer their time to create new 
activities or services. However, it is also quite clear 
that the funds to do this are sadly lacking. For many 
of these potential new organizations and activities, 
“getting started” is the most difficult thing— 
especially in smaller communities where fund-raising 
activities are extremely limited. For example, a youth 
group in a town like Medicine Hat, Alberta, has to 
network for membership but raising funds is almost 
impossible outside of their own core. It is in these 
areas that the foundation can be most helpful in 
providing the initial seed money to launch the project.

Sunday nighi “spice” girl

She’s been called the Canadian Dr. 
Ruth—a comparison that demeans both the 
woman and her work. Far from a novelty 
(though undeniably entertaining), therapist 
Sue Johanson has won people over with her 
frank and practical advice on all matters 
sexual. Her phone-in program Sunday Night 
Sex Show is the highest-rated show on the 
Women’s Television Network and her tireless 
lecture tours garner her new fans and 
admiration yearly. Outlooks recently caught 
up with Johanson to do an exclusive little call- 
in session of our own. 


Outlooks: What was your initial 
inspiration for getting started inthis 
profession? 


Johanson: What got me started was 
setting up a birth control clinic for kids in the 
health room of a high school, way back in 
1970. The teen pregnancy rate in Toronto was 
pretty astounding and I was raising teenagers; 
I was really upset by it. So I decided that I 
was going to start a birth control clinic for 
kids. It was free, no-hassle, easily accessible, 
no-appointment-necessary-at-all, just-drop-in 
place with confidentiality guaranteed. By 
law, we can do anything for anybody of any 
age without parental knowledge or consent. 
Now, I know that parents are upset by that, but 
if their kids are old enough to be involved in 
sex, then their kids are old enough to make 
decisions about the consequences. 

Outlooks: Do you find it easier to talk 
about sex and sexuality now or do you find 
that people are still quite shy about it? 

Johanson: I find it very easy—I’ve 
always found it very easy—to talk about sex 
and sexuality. Except when it came to talking 
to my own kids; that was different. Oh, 
goodness, yes! Oh, I understand parents— 
been there, done that. My kids never wanted 
to hear it from me. There would be ten kids 
around the kitchen table talking about sex, and 
my kids would not be there! Now they’re 


adults and they tell me “Mother, we were 
dying to know about sex but we didn’t want to 
hear it from you.” So they’d ask their friends 
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phi 
what I had said. 
Outlooks: Do you feel that North 
Americans, on the whole, are more uptight 
about discussing issues of sex and sexuality? 
Johanson: Oh, yes—absolutely. And 
Canadians are light-years ahead of Americans 
in terms of talking about it, becoming 
comfortable with it, seeking information. You 
know, actively seeking it out in the library, on 
the Intemet, that sort of thing. Now the 
Internet scares me because it’s not always 
good, accurate information.

Outlooks: Homo _ sapiens and 
monogamy—what are your thoughts? 

Johanson: [Sighs.] Whoa... that’s a 
tough one. You know, in the olden days when 
women died at twenty-five or thirty years of 
age during childbirth—and men were killed in 
battle right, left and centre—then monogamy 
was not this hand-in-hand-into-the-sunset-for- 
seventy-years-of-togethemess thing. It’s a 
wonderful ideal. The concept that any one 
person can be with you and keep your life on 
a track of intimacy and togetherness for 
seventy years is... daunting. And I think we 
have to get over this idea that you’re going to 
live happily ever after with the same partner. 
It is changing, it has changed... And I think 
eventually we may come to the point where 
the person who you fall ga-ga, ass-over- 
applecart in love with is maybe not the one 
that you marry. Marrying someone like that is 
not necessarily a good thing. Then maybe 
you marry someone who is stable and 
committed and a good partner. 

Outlooks: What elements do you feel 
are key to maintaining a healthy, long-term 
relationship? 

Johanson: You know what? Liking each 
other, really liking each other. I like my 
partner; we have fun together, we enjoy each

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other, we laugh. We share things but we’re 
not joined at the hip. We can argue and 
disagree and debate and discuss, but we don’t 
fight. We don’t fight dirty, we don’t resort to 
name-calling or blaming each other or 
throwing things. Somebody may stomp off 
and say “I can’t deal with this—I’m going for 
a walk; [’ll talk to you tonight!” 

Outlooks: I think, too, with any longer- 
term relationship, the sizzle goes out of the 
sex eventually and you have to enjoy that 
person’s companionship. 

Johanson: Oh, absolutely—you have to 
have fun. You have to be able to giggle about 
sex because, boy, sex is a giggle. If you can’t 
do anything else with it you might as well 
giggle at it. 

Outlooks: What are your views on the 
Kinsey scale with regards to homosexuality 
and heterosexuality? 

Johanson: You know what? I don’t give 
a damn; I don’t care. I am not a lesbian but I 
am gay-positive. I am very supportive and I 
work a lot with the gay and lesbian 
community—primarily with men, very few 
women—who are HIV-positive. I have a 


cottage where they come out in “relays” all 
summer long. I have a back cottage for them

to use and it’s dedicated to people who are 
HIV-positive. I am very, very comfortable 
with homosexuality. And I don’t care if 
someone is different or their lifestyle is 
different. Whoever said mine was the best? 
As far as I’m concemed, they’re great. 

Outlooks: Do you think we’ll ever see a 
time when “gay is okay’ will occur on a 
widespread societal level? 

Johanson: I don’t live in Alberta, you 
do! You tell me. Alberta is the last—I hope— 
the last bastion of homophobia. You’ve 
chosen a dandy place to live! You know, I 
teach at Mount Royal [College] and SAIT and 
the U of C sometimes, and when IJ talk about 
homosexuality... Oh! Olds College—there’s a 
place where the minute I mention 
homosexuality all the guys just literally seize 
up. In Toronto and Vancouver, where there 
are large gay populations, nobody gets upset 
and it’s quite acceptable. So what. So they go 
out on Hallowe’en and parade around—and 
we go down and watch because it—and 
Pride—are the best parades around. You can’t 
beat it. It’s wonderful. 

Outlooks: What do you make of the 
bond between gay men and straight women? 

Johanson: A lot of it is based on the trust 
levels. I know you’re not going to come on to 
me—we’re safe as houses. We can have fun 
together, I can boogie my buns off and it’s not 
seen as flirting; I’m not trying to turn you on 
or lead you down the garden path. The other 
thing is that we can talk unabashedly, because 
I know damn well that you are not going to

hold that against me and use it as ammunition 
in the future. And you just kind of accept me 
just as I am—farts and all—that’s the way it 
is. This is a great generalization, but females 
really enjoy the spontaneity of gay males. I 
mean, when they decide to do something they 
do it with flair—remember, I’m generalizing. 
I watch the guys out at the cottage and if they 
decide they’re going to do a dinner, they do a 
dinner. Twelve courses. At the cottage. They 
don’t do it every day, but when they do it, oh 
god is it done. And they have fun doing it. 
You know, we straights are so boring! 

Outlooks: [Laughs.] Do you have any 
parting thoughts for us? 

Johanson: Well, you know, my biggest 
concern is for kids in high school or junior

high who think they might be gay. They feel 
so terribly alone and isolated and they can’t 
talk to anybody because if it ever gets out, 
they’re dead. I try to say to kids “Hey, if 
you’re in high school and you think you’re 
homosexual, just keep it under your hat.” If 
you live in a large city where you can find a 
gay and lesbian organization downtown— 
great. Go there and play tennis and basketball 
and join the baseball team. Do whatever 
everybody else is doing with the gang, but in 
your own school setting, be careful. It’s a 
tough time and this is why things like gay 
hotlines are just essential.

A couple of interesting things 
happened over the Christmas holidays. 
After a year-and-a-half of going full-tilt 
boogie working on an animated film, I had 
time to relax, kick back and catch up on my 
reading. To stifle my whingeing about 
having nothing to read, my partner (aka The 
Woman) dragged me off to purchase some 
new titles.

While Angelou’s richly illustrative work 
can best be defined as inspirational, Homes’ 
is confrontational, with short stories that 
illuminate our darker landscapes. 

In world, suburban 
professionals end up smoking crack when 
their kids are away visiting Grandma, while 
both Barbie and Ken dolls make suitable 
sex objects for a horny teenage boy. Yet the 
two variant styles were so complementary, I 
couldn’t stop until the final page had been 
turned. 

But I digress, this is not a column about 
literature; rather, with Valentine’s Day upon 
is, it is about love. To get to the point: after 
reading these two vibrant volumes I was out 
of things to read. I went to my bookshelf 
and whipped out an old review copy I had 
received many moons ago of a book called 
Finding True Love in a Man Eat Man World 
by Craig Nelson. 

Never having had the occasion to 
negotiate a date with a gay man as a gay 
man, I had not yet cracked the spine. My 
thinking at the time was that the book 
would make a good gift for one of the men 
I know. Not only would it show that I cared 
about the state of the lucky guy’s romantic 
life, it was free.

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Memorial melee

Vancouver was one of the first cities 
in North America to respond to the AIDS 
epidemic. While other gay communities 
were in denial (and some probably hadn’t 
even heard about the new virus) 
Vancouver’s gay community was 
mobilizing to do what it could for those 
who were stricken in the earliest stages of 
the disease’s now long and disastrous 
history. AIDS Vancouver was at the 
forefront of serving people with the 
illness. Since then, the city has continued 
to be progressive in its approach to the 
disease and is home to the Centre for 
Excellence in HIV/AIDS, a renowned 
treatment and research facility. 

So it was a surprise to many when the 
idea of installing a memorial to those who 
have died from AIDS was met..with 
something akin to hysteria three years ago. 

The proposal would have seen a 


memorial constructed in Stanley Park, the 


enormous forest adjacent to Vancouver’ 
gay-dense West End. The timing may no 


have been fortuitous. in the last few years, 


park activists have vocally opposed 


anything that would encroach any further - 


on the park space. Since it was created, 
the 1,000-acre park has become home to 
the Vancouver Aquarium, several 
restaurants and food service concessions, 
playing fields and innumerable other 
constructions of various sorts and sizes. 


Most recently, the Stanley Park Zoo was 


forced to close after a referendum 
determined that most voters didn’t want to 
see animals caged in their flagship park. 
That may have been an indirect catalyst to 
the heated debate over an AIDS memorial. 
When it was determined that the zoo 
would go, park officials decided to return 
the area to passive green space rather than 
to install some alternative “attraction.” 
That seemed to cement the view among 
park-lovers that less is more: things should 
be taken out of the park, if necessary, but 
nothing more should be put in. 

A noble idea, perhaps, but the debate 
over an AIDS memorial was not so benign. 
In public meetings on the matter and in 
informal call-in surveys, members of the 
public spewed homophobic vitriol that 
shocked many who had rarely seen such 
open contempt in this city. 

A sort of paranoia developed about 
who was genuinely concerned about the 
park and who was using the issue as a 
cover to legitimize their pent-up hatred. 

The seven elected park commissioners 
who govern the city were in a tight spot, 
particularly since three of them were gay 
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or lesbian themselves. The issue came up 
immediately before the civic election three 
years ago and played itself out in a very. 
public way. In the end, the Stanley Park 
site was rejected. Commissioners said 
they sifted through the nasty entrails of the 
debate and found that there were genuine 
and valid concerns about any more 
infringements on the park, 

In the aftermath of that whole thing, 
another site was found and approved 
without much fanfare. {€ is in another

Moreover, he says, the educational impact 
of the memorial should have an overall 
positive impact on public concern for 
people living with AIDS and therefore will 
help people indirectly in the long run. 

The matter seems to be smoothed over 
and the committee hopes to have raised the 
$250,000 to $300,000 it requires to have 
the structure up by the end of this year. 

The memorial itself is to be a “gently 
undulating ribbon winding through a 
wooded landscape” according to artists 
Bruce Wilson, Susanna Barrett and Marc 
Tessler. The “ribbon” will be a series of 
steel panels with names laser-cut into 
them. 
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says his ° 


“In this way the names are ‘removed’ 
and ‘absent’ from the body of the 
memorial, as the persons named are 
‘removed’ and ‘absent’ from our lives,” 
say the artists. 

The planned size of ten metres is 
enough to encompass the names of British 
Columbians who have so far died of AIDS. 
An extension of as much as twenty metres 
could be attached through additional 
panels. 

Lee says that, among the significant 
purposes of a memorial for people who 
died from AIDS, the sculpture is to 
provide a tangible place for people to 
grieve their losses. 

“There are many people in this 
community who, because of being gay, do 
not participate fully in the whole process 
of dying,” he says. In some instances, 
parents come in and take over the affairs 
while in others, the sick person returns to a 
remote hometown to live out their final 
days.

SW, 


The queens of England

Straight people in Britain no longer 
have to wonder what gay men do in bed. 

Anyone who tuned into the gay soap 
opera Queer As Folk got a biology lesson 
as well as an eyeful. For those who didn’t, 
there are also the best-selling, best-renting 
videos lining shelves in UK shops. 

Queer As Folk is a phenomenon in 
Britain and the European countries which 
bought the eight-episode, four-and-a-half- 
hour series that caught a nation off guard. 

The show ran on Britain’s Channel 
Four over a period of three months in the 
spring of 1999. Averaging two million 
faithful viewers, it became the second- 
highest rated show on Channel Four next to 
ER and the eleventh-highest rated TV show 
in Britain for those three months. 

Not bad for a show people predicted 
would outrage straight audiences, critics 
and censors alike. The misguided 
consensus was that straight people didn’t 
want to delve into the real lives of their gay 
counterparts. The show’s detractors were 
convinced mainstream audiences would be 
turned off by the way gay men talked, 
thought and loved. 

Queer As Folk proved them wrong, 
wrong, wrong on all counts. 

The reason? 

The show is a_ well-written, 
uncompromising, brutally honest story of 
two friends living in the gay community of 
Manchester, England. 

Stuart (Aidan Gillen) and Vince (Craig 
Kelly) are both twenty-nine and have been 
friends since they came out at age twelve. 
In all those years they have been the best of 
friends but never lovers, though Vince 
dreams of that possibility. 

Stuart is a true libertine who spices up 


his life with a series of one-night stands. 

Vince never seems to be able to 
connect, so he lives vicariously through 
Stuart’s conquests. 

In the first episode, Stuart picks up 
Nathan (Charlie Hunnam), a fifteen-year- 
old school boy determined to lose his 
virginity. And he does so in the most 
graphic of details. 

Were those stodgy old Brits horrified? 

To be certain, some were. But more 
were intrigued and became increasingly so 
as the story progressed. 

Nathan turns into the one-night-stand 
who won’t go away. He even moves in 
with Vince’s gay-sympathetic parents to be 
near Stuart and Vince actually finds a lover. 

And life goes on, and on, and on as it 
does in all soap operas with a new surprise, 
character, complication or revelation every 
ten minutes. 

The success of Queer As Folk hasn’t 
escaped American TV _ producers, 
especially when they got a whiff of its 
potential appeal at the Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Film Festival last July. Al 
eight episodes played in succession to a 
cheering, enthusiastic (predominantly 
male) audience. 

The HBO Network quickly contacted 
Russell T. Davies, the show’s thirty-five- 
year-old creator, about setting up a deal to 
create an American version of Queer As 
Folk. The deal eventually fell through 
because HBO couldn’t decide whether it 
wanted the American version to be a five- 
hour mini-series or an open-ended series 
like its popular Sex In The City. 

Now the deal has gone to Showtime, 
the network that proudly announces it has 
no limits. That’s definitely encouraging to 
filmmaker Joel Schumacher, who has been 
hired to direct the two-hour pilot episode of 
the American Queer As Folk. 

“T have a feeling there will be limits to 
those no-limits,” says Schumacher, who 
felt he was pretty fearless when it came to 
writing and directing his drag queen movie 
Fearless. 

“We have a situation where a twenty- 
nine-year-old man deflowers a fifteen- 
year-old boy. Some people—even in the 
homosexual community—feel that feeds 
into a dangerous stereotype. 

“Stuart is not a pedophile. He’s horny 
and Nathan is looking to lose his virginity. 
Whether we can actually deal with that 
situation will remain to be seen,” 
Schumacher says. 

“In Britain, the episode raised such 
controversy that it may be responsible for 
getting the legal age limit for consenting 
males dropped from eighteen to sixteen.” 

Schumacher says he is going to set the 
American version in New Jersey “to 
preserve the working class atmosphere of

the show. It just wouldn’t be the same if it 
were set in New York, San Francisco or 
Los Angeles.” 

Meanwhile, back in Britain, audiences 
have been hounding Channel Four for 
some kind of conclusion to the story they 
followed so faithfully. In the series, 
outcomes were left ambiguous. 

Davies has written and filmed a two- 
part final chapter which will be broadcast 
this month in Britain. He promises that 
“loads of people are going to hate the 
ending. It won’t be what people expect. 
It’s not going to be nice and comfortable 
for them. 

“A lot of people in Britain have made 
heroes out of Stuart, Nathan and Vince. 
What happens in the conclusion will test 
the fans’ faith in these three people. 
They’re not going to be as easy to love as 
they might have been in the original 
series.” 

There are 


some very intriguing 


Statistics when it comes to that incredibly 
loyal fan base for Queer As Folk: more 
than half the audience was female, and the 
bulk of the fan mail came from young 
women. 

Like almost everyone, the die-hard 
fans were shocked to discover that the 
series’ three lead actors are all straight and 
that Hunnam is nineteen, not fifteen. 

The actors all admitted they were 
initially a bit leery about the explicit sex 
scenes. They weren’t necessarily afraid of 
baring their all, but in being convincing. 

Now they’re equally nervous because 
they were so convincing that people are 
certain they’re gay. 

Queer As Folk is a long overdue 
Valentine to gay love. It 
interesting to see whether it really does get 
delivered to America.

world (well, seven countries) to produce 
this. collection, building from the 
popularity and support of his first 
anthology. He was able to skim the 
cream of contributors spanning 
continents and build an anthology that 
has something for everyone. There were 
only two rules imposed in the creation of 
this book: the stories were to focus on 
desire, and do so in 1000 words or less. 

This is not an erotic collection along 
the lines of Come Quickly (Masquerade 
Books, 1996) or a strictly literary effort; 
rather, it’s one that covers the middle 
ground of fiction about sex. Not all of 
the action is graphic (but most is!) and 
even the raunchiest stories create an 
emotional connection, a sense of 
poignancy or a new way of looking at 
lust. Readers are not expected to 
squirrel themselves away with a tub of 
lube (although that would help), but 
asked to take time to digest the book’s 
contents. There are stories here that will 
grab you by the head, heart, balls—or all 
three. 

The wide pool of talent tapped for 
these stories lends itself to an amazing 
scope of themes, loosely bunched into 
related groups. There are stories about 
childhood, first times, last times, 
dominance, revenge, true love, fun, 
religion, etc. I can’t possibly claim that 
each of these pieces will have the same 
pull for everyone, but it’s safe to say that 
there is enough here to capture any 
interest. Even those stories that may be 
unfamiliar enough to draw the reader in 
as an observer are thoughtful and 
engaging, certainly worthy of attention. 
Most of the pieces, however, have 
elements common enough to. gay 
experience that they will spark some 
kind of emotional response. 

If there is fault to find with Quickies 
2, it lies in its lack of racial themes; 
we're given almost exclusively white 
perspectives on gay desire. What of the 
aboriginals and immigrants of the post- 
industrial countries from which the 
authors were chosen? There is one fine 
exception, “Prolonged Exposure” by 
Sandip Roy, that mixes a health club, 
Thai food, and desire between races, It 
stands out by itself. 
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All in all, this is a fine read for 
Valentine’s Day or any other time of the 
year (any upcoming holidays planned?). 
It will spark both passion and 
conversation when shared with a partner 
(particularly if you're reading to one 
another) or if left around the house with 
the best stories marked. You may even 
wish to enjoy it during ‘quiet’ times 
alone. If that doesn’t work, just imagine 
the great date ideas here for the taking!

At first glance, with its striped cover 
and smiling couple, A Couple Of Friends 
promises to be a soft and, well, friendly 
read. And it’s exactly that. Assembled 
by a pair who, themselves, became fast 
friends, the book is a collection of 
experiences paired with a_ light 
commentary relating to the “remarkable 


friendship’ between gay men and 
straight women. Hopcke and Rafaty 
follow a simple format, with subjects 
grouped into short chapters composed 
primarily of relevant anecdotes, 

What we don’t get here is any of the 
hard analysis that we’ ve come to expect 
from modern gender studies. We aren't 
subjected to the statistics, hypotheses, 
conclusions and all of the barely 
understandable new terms that gender 
theorists seem to love so much. Instead, 
this is really more social commentary, 
intended to describe and relate rather 
than classify and explain. 

However, exceptions abound, such 
as the chapter near to the end on 
projection. After moving through 
shopping, cruising, love talk, and the 
‘forbidden’ attraction, 
we are treated to a more 
traditional Jungian 


discourse, one that 
provides some expla- 
nation of the 


remarkable strength of 
these relationships. The

of their personalities. 


Even so, it remains an easy read, 
though one not easily dismissed. The 
authors accomplish several things 
between the pages, the first being a good 
look at relationships that are all too 
easily passed off, even when we’re 
involved ourselves. We get an idea of 
the depth, support and intimacy that is 
possible between ‘fags’ and ‘hags’ and, 
perhaps most importantly, some sense of 
the widespread and prevalent nature of 
these friendships. The relaxed language 
and anecdotal style is easy to relate to, 
the issues and experiences are common 
enough to feel ‘comfortable’, and there 
is plenty to learn from the widespread 
experiences in Friends. Now if only we 
could get straight men to read this!

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Over 150 members of the gay and 
lesbian community braved the cold on the 
night of January 12 to attend a “town hall”- 
style meeting with Calgary Police Chief 
Christine Silverberg. The event, held in the 
auditorium of the Colonel Belcher 
Hospital, was organized in conjunction 
with the Gay/Lesbian Community Police 
Liaison Committee as an opportunity for 
Chief Silverberg to discuss her ideas about 
safety in all minority communities. 

Specifically, the issue of hate crimes 
was of primary concern, with discussion 
focusing on the nature, reporting and 
prevention of such crimes. 

In her initial prepared address, Chief 
Silverberg spoke of being “a woman in a 
leadership position in the non-traditional 
area of policing” and having “personal 
experience with the power of myths and 
assumptions.” She also stressed that “in 
my deepest core values and beliefs, I am 
strongly committed to diversity, the dignity 
of individualism, to uphold the precious 
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achievement of individual potential and 
development of talents.” 

A question and answer period 
followed, raising such issues as community 
involvement in the prevention of hate 
crimes and police procedure in handling 
such offenses. 

Also in attendance were: Deputy Chief 
Rick Hanson, Bureau of Community; 
Deputy Chief Peter Copple, Bureau of 
Strategic Initiatives; Sergeant Tom Hewitt,

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Random thoughis on a winter’s day

Is it just me, or does the world really 
slow down in the first few months of a new 
year? 

It’s almost as if, having wound itself up 
tighter than a top for the annual Christmas 
and New Year’s celebrations, time has had 
to take a bit of a breather before it hits full 
stride again. 

Whatever the reason, as January and 
February make their dolorous march toward 
the promise of spring—surely a longer and 
more inhospitable trek than Napoleon’s 
celebrated retreat from Moscow—I find 
myself noticing more of the “‘fine print” of 
daily life. 

And wondering just what in blazes is 
going on. 

What idiot, for instance, decided that 
every four years, we should add an extra 
day to February? 

Oh, I know all the mathematical stuff 
about leap years—how every year is really 
365 and-a-quarter days long and how, if we 
didn’t add a day to our calendar every four 
years or so, we’d end up (after a millennium 
or two) celebrating Christmas in July amd 
Valentine’s on Halloween. 

But February? 

I mean, the month already feels longer 
than the Trans-Canada Highway with no 
rest stops. Why not add it to June, where it 
would do some good? 

Another thing I thought about was the 


whole business of child porn—something 
that I will quickly point out I have not even 
the remotest interest in. 

Further, I don’t think John Robin Sharp 
is the kind of fella I’d want to spend a lot of 
time with. 

But I do have a fantasy life. 

In fact, we all do. And because we all 
do, we should be very afraid of the flawed 
legislation that is currently in front of the 
Supreme Court—legislation that comes 
dangerously close to attempting to police 
not just deeds, but thoughts as well. 

In our society’s zeal to protect 
children—a worthy cause, I hasten to add— 
our legislators seem prepared to sacrifice 
some pretty major basic human freedoms. 

Even for those cursed with virtually no 
imagination whatsoever, it’s got to be a 
scary notion. 

Today, under existing legislation it is 
illegal to doodle about your fantasies of sex 
with minors. Tomorrow, you could end up 
in jail for fantasizing about running over 
your neighbor with that ride-’em 
lawnmower he insists on firing up every 
Sunday morning at 7 a.m. 

(Worst of all, even though legislators 
know that this is a flawed law, they’ve 
thrown it to the Supreme Court to have it 
straightened out, ensuring that the Court 
will once again be wrongly vilified for 
simply doing their job.) 

As a writer, I can well understand the 
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concerns that thinking people have with this 
kind of flawed law—but try as I might, I 


just can’t get my head around all the 


concern about the fact that the Canadian 
census will be counting cohabiting gays 
next year. 

I mean, this seems to be a no-brainer, 
for a community the size of which can’t 
even be stated with any certainty by its 
members. 

While it’s all well and good to say that 
it doesn’t matter, the reality is that size most 
certainly does count, at least in terms of 
community. If it didn’t we wouldn’t have 
clung for so long to that whole ten percent 
notion—a statistic that a lot of us, when 
pushed or not, have been forced to admit is 
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probably somewhat of an overstatement. 

In a democracy—tule by majority with 
suitable protection for the rights of 
minorities—the fact remains that there is 
strength in numbers. But to tap into that 
strength we must first know what those 
numbers are. And that’s speaking as both a 
member of the gay community and the 
broader one as well. 

Sure, I suppose there is a chance that 
some zealot will snatch control of the 
government and use those anonymous 
statistics to nefarious ends. There’s a 
chance, too, that Ralph Klein and Mike 
Harris might end up married to each other 
some day—and as both possibilities are 
equally remote, just sit down and shut up 
until it’s time to be counted. Or June 31st, 
whichever comes first. 1

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Edmonton’s got Wood

Someday, we’ll all be trading stories 
of where we were when the millennium 
turned over. 

For actor/writer/director Tom Wood 
(as for many working performers) the end 
of the year was spent on stage; in his case, 
playing the narrator in the Citadel 
production of Sondheim’s Into The 
Woods. 

“Then, Bob and I went to his office 
and had champagne and danced to the 
new Santana album,” Wood recalls. “And 
then we went out into the square to watch 
the fireworks. Bob loves fireworks. He 
likes to be right out in the middle of 
them.” 

Bob, of course, is Bob Baker, artistic 
director of the Big Brick Playhouse 
(profiled in the February ‘99 Outlooks). 
And the turn of the century marked not 
just the end of an era, but the twenty- 
ninth anniversary of the night Tom Wood 
and Bob Baker stood on the sea wall in 
Vancouver and decided they were meant 
to be together: New Year’s Eve, Winter of 
°69. In gay years, that’s practically a 
millennium ago. 

“TI sometimes see straight friends of 
ours that have been together the same 
amount of time as Bob and I have, and 
they’re breaking up,’ Wood says. 
“History with a person is important, and 
that much history needs hard work to 
preserve it. I want to say, ‘Don’t you 
want to fight for this?’” 

Now, after living, working, and 
creating all over Canada, they reside in 
Edmonton. It’s odd to be talking about 
the warmth of Alberta in January, but 
Wood is “deliriously happy... both our 
families are here. People are more 
accessible here. Toronto is all about cool; 
the west is all about passion. And heart.” 

And for Wood, it’s also about 
landscape. “When you’re away, you miss 
the view. I had a friend once who landed 
on the prairies, and was nervous because 
the sky is so big, you feel like you’ll fall 
into it. For me, it brings an enormous 
feeling of well-being. I remember that in 
my bones.” 

In 1972, Wood graduated with a BFA 
at the U of A. “My first year in 
University, I still wasn’t out,” he 
remembers. “TI was a hayseed, a nerd. I

was living behind a wall. I had gone to a 
Catholic school and I loved my religion. 
But to be an actor, I had to find out who I 
was.” 

He tells of a time he was in 
Vancouver with his friend Marc Connors 
(of The Nylons). “I couldn’t tell him, 
even though he came out to me.” 

Later, in his disenchantment with the 
Church proper, he found himself “running 
out of the church screaming. I wasn’t 
being forgiven for being myself. When 
sixty percent of the population aren’t 
viable according to the powers that be, 
there’s a problem. Now, I find my 
religion in my garden, in the people 
around me. There’s as much God in the 
people I know as there is in the church.” 

It was during an attempt to set up an 
actress friend of his with “the cute new 
guy” in class that he met Baker. Like 
Puck in A Midsummer Night’s Dream, “I 
was playing matchmaker... throwing 
dinner parties and inviting him so she 
could get to know him.” Like Puck in 
Dream, nature had its own ideas. Later, 
in Vancouver, Wood and Baker realized 
they were becoming more than just 
acquaintances. To this day, Wood’s 
actress friend hasn’t forgiven him for it. 

It was also in Vancouver that Wood 
wrote his first play, North Shore Live, 
with Nicola Cavendish. The piece was 
written on a dare and ended up being 
outrageously successful. B Movie: The 
Play followed (directed by Baker during 
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his Edmonton Phoenix Theatre reign); 
when the show toured Canada, it 
established Wood as a Canadian 
writer/performer to be reckoned with. 
Claptrap came next, a_ satire of 
Stratford/Shaw-type theatre festivals. 

In April, Wood will be directing 
Shakespeare’s A Midsummer Night's 
Dream. He has performed the role of 
Puck twice in the park in Toronto. What 
will be different about this experience for 
him? 

“For one thing, it’s indoors,” he 
laughs. The set will be designed by the 
visionary Bretta Gerecke. 

“It’s my very favourite Shakespeare. 
For years, everyone’s been plumbing it to 
get to its dark side. I’d like to get back to 
the play. It’s joyous. It’s bright. It was 
written as a wedding gift, as an 
exploration of love. Three worlds are 
woven, coming together in the most 
astonishing way, like petals of a flower.” 

It’s not surprising that Wood chooses 
a floral metaphor. His respect for nature 
becomes obvious when he starts talking 
about the one thing he does miss back 
east in St. Mary’s, Ontario: his garden. 

“Three ponds, perennials 
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everywhere. I was out there at 6 a.m. 
with my coffee. There’s phlox, lilies, 
othello... 


“T have lunch there, read, write, 
research. Nature displays this beautiful 
logic. It wants to grow, to thrive. And 


nature loves humankind, in spite of what 
we sometimes do to it. 
“All nature wants to do is give to 
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something a bit wild for my honey- 
bunny. Do you have any ideas? 
d Puzzled

Each year in February we recognize 
National Condom Week, a time to celebrate 
the condom and enjoy its many uses. This 
year, you'll find volunteers from AIDS 
Calgary on post-secondary campuses 
around the city from Feb. 9 until Feb. 16. 

Here at The Men’s Project, we thought 
we would use this occasion to discuss the 
newest safety feature on the block; the 
“female” condom. Now, you are probably 
thinking that you would have no use for 
something called the female condom; 
however, more and more men are turning 
to it for its advantages over the traditional 
choice. Since we at The Men’s Project 
believe in gay men’s right to choose when 
it comes to protecting themselves, we feel 
that introducing this alternative is another 
way of increasing choices for those men 
who choose to practice anal sex. 

For those of you who haven’t seen it, it 
looks like a regular condom, only larger. 
Instead of putting it on the penis, the 
receiver wears it. It can be inserted by 
finger or positioned by placing it over your 
partner’s penis, however you decide. 

It is made out of polyurethane, which 
means that it is an alternative for those 
people who are allergic to latex. Also, it 
won’t break down with oil-based products. 
With a regular condom, you must avoid 
using oil-based lubricants (such as 
Vaseline, hand cream, whipped cream, etc.) 
but the female condom allows you those 
options. So if you are into a little whipped 
cream for fun, this could be your ticket. 

Those who use it say that the 
polyurethane transmits heat better than 
latex, so it feels more like unprotected sex. 
Also, it’s not tight around the base of the 
penis and has a looser fit. For those of you 
who think that you’re too big for regular 
condoms, the female condom could be an 
alternative for you. 

Also, the end of the condom rests on 
the outside of the body, which helps reduce 
the risk of sexually transmitted diseases 
which are passed on through skin contact. 
In this way, it can protect you from a wider 
variety of STDs. 

While there is no research yet on the 
effectiveness of female condoms during 
anal sex, the initial feedback has been very 
good. There is even talk of making some 
traditional condoms out of polyurethane, 
particularly with latex allergies on the rise. 

We are interested in what you think. If

I realize that the thought of having sex 
without the use of protection may be self- 
damaging to many in the gay community 
due to the AIDS epidemic, but I believe that 
most people still relish the feeling of 
unprotected sex. 

I believe that peoples want for that 
skin-to-skin contact is just as great as my 
own, and it’s the fear of AIDS alone that 
prevents people from having unprotected 
sex. This same fear is also probably the 
cause of many to feel even more aroused 
and excited at the prospect of having 
unprotected sex. Not only the direct feel 
and pleasure of skin-on-skin contact, but 
its the thought of doing something a bit 
dangerous or even forbidden to today’s 
society that turns people on. It’s that same 
feeling one might receive about having sex 
in a public place, where they might be 
caught. 

So it’s my belief that unprotected sex 
between two or more consenting and

informed adults is okay, and should not be 
frowned upon or criticized by the 
community.

I wholeheartedly agree with the notion 
that gay men have the absolute right to 
determine, each for himself, the degree of 
risk that they are willing to take in their 
lives, sexually and otherwise. 

Additionally, I am offering a challenge 
to all gay men, especially health educators, 
writers and peer leaders: we managed to 
erase the military metaphors concerning 
AIDS (the war on AIDS, the battle for a 
cure, and so on) a long time ago. It is now 
time to erase the binarism of ‘safe’ and 
‘unsafe’ sex. This notion buys into the 
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radical right wing agenda of “love the 
sinner, hate the sin.” 

Let us remove the distinctions that 
separate the so-called good guys from the 
so-called bad guys. 

Thank you for bringing this issue to 
the fore. It is time that we speak of our 
lives without associating stigma, shame or 
guilt with gay sex.
